Also, Stu- 
dent Council President Victor 
Clark sent a memorandum to all 
resident students. 

Council Freshman Director 
Skip Gnehm stated that the Ad- 
ministration reached its decision 
because of the Student Council’s 
request and after a careful re- 
consideration of a petition sub- 
mitted by Morris Floyd and 
Craig Laiden last Nov. 13. 

Gnehm contends that although 
the Morris-Floyd petition re- 
ceived 1,293 signatures, it was 
the lack of publicity which 
caused the petition to be original- 
ly refused. Floyd and Laiden 
failed to inform either the Stu- 
dent Council or the HATCHET 
about the petition. Gnehm point- 
ed out that no action was taken 
until the Student Council got 
behind the drive for the exten- 
sion. 

Floyd and Laiden wrote the 
petition in early November. They 
showed Dean of Men Paul V. 
Bissell a copy of the petition be- 
fore they circulated it. Bissell 
told them to circulate the peti- 
tion and bring it back to him 
so he could present it to Acting- 
President Colelough, who later 
refused it. 

Student Council Publicity Di- 
rector Pazzaglini stated that Col- 
clough’s decision to extend the 
holidays was based on a com- 
binaticn of the Student Coun- 
cil’s request and the petition 
from the dean of men.

Faculty Senate Committee 
Weighs Yakobson Report 


Area Merchants 
Initiate Student 
Discount Service 


e SUPERFICIAL STUDENT in- 
volvement in courses and inade- 
quate outside reading in fresh- 
man subjects were two of the 
findings cited by Helen Yakob- 
son, chairman of the Student 
Faculty Committee, in her re- 
port to the University Senate 
last Friday. 

Mrs. Yakobson said the Senate 
reacted favorably to this news 
passed on to her group from the 
Student Liaison Committee 
headed by Sandy Wishner. This 
student group was consulted as 
part of the committee’s research. 

The report Friday was the re- 
sult of the Senate Committee’s 
investigation into all phases of 
student life, including the needs 
of both resident and non-resi- 
dents. Its suggestions will be 
passed on to the administration. 

In an interview for the 
HATCHET, Mrs. Yakobson di- 


vided the work of her committee 
into concern for the physical and 
for the spiritual needs of stu- 
dents. 


It found facilities limited 
and inadequate for the non-resi- 
dent to use for study and so- 
cializing on campus. Professor 
Peter Hill of the history depart- 
ment is conducting a survey of 
existing facilities to see how this 
need can be met. 

A look into the medical pro- 
gram revealed inadequate facili- 
ties for treatment of minor ail- 
ments of dormitory students on 
the weekend when the health 
center is closet. It also found 
certain problems in the area of 
guidance for students with emo- 
tional problems. To help in this 
rrjatter they are considering psy- 
chological tests for all freshmen 
to help spot potential problems. 

On the spiritual needs of stu-

Thirteen area colleges and uni- 
versities are presently members 
of the Service, the purpose of 
which “is to establish an effec- 
tive discount service to help stu- 
dents on limited budgets, and to 
make the community more 
aware of the student popula- 
tion,” according to Judy Free- 
man, co-chairman of the Servi- 
ce’s central committee. 


In order to obtain his discount, 
a student must present his mem- 
bership card and his University 
I. D. card. 


GW Takes Princeton Debate Tournament 


• UNIVERSITY DEBATERS 
John McCune and Hugh Heclo 
rode over fif^y other schools to 
win the Annual Princeton Uni- 
versity Debate Tournament. The 
Tournament, held Dec. 10-12, to 
mark the two hundredth anni- 
versary of the Princeton Debat- 
ing Society, drew teams from 
every part of the country. 

Heclo and McCune emerged 
from the three days and 11 
rounds of debating as the only 
undefeated team, with Heclo sec- 
ond-ranked out of one hundred 
debaters and McCune fifteenth. 

The final three sudden-death 
elimination rounds marked the 
high point of the meet. GW, de- 
bating affirmative, triumphed 
over,the Harvard "B” team in a 


unanimous decision in the first 
elimination, bringing the debaters 
face-to-face with Harvard’s first- 
ranked team in the semi-finals. 
This time, GW took the negative 
side and again unanimously won, 
knocking Harvard out of the 
competition. 

The final round pitted Heclo 
and McCune against Georgetown 
and its first-ranked speaker John 
Koeltl. GW, taking the negative, 
dissolved Georgetown by a four 
to one decision. 

This victory gives the Univer- 
sity Princeton’s coveted Madison 
Cup, a silver bowl which will be 
kept permanently on display in 
the Debate Office in Lisner Audi- 
torium. 

The Princeton triumph followed 


successes by Heclo and McCune 
a week earlier at the Georgetown 
University Tournament. There, 
the debaters finished third among 
102 colleges, with Heclo third- 
ranked speaker among the 204 
debaters. In this tournament, the 
team finished eight and one, with 
Northwestern University emerg- 
ing as champion. 

The Wake Forest Tournament, 
Dec. 9-12, again found Univer- 
sity debaters in the winners’ cir- 
cle. Dion Meek and Murry Cohen 
captured the first place affirma- 
tive team trophy while their neg- 
ative counterparts, Tom Harris 
and Jerry Sazama, compiled a 
record of five wins and three 
losses.

Overlooking the Obvious . . . 

• THE THIRTEEN STUDENT COUNCIL members who 
voted against the Royer activities fee proposal were prob- 
ably correct in guessing that many students would demon- 
strate their petty and shortsighted outlook on student ac- 
tivities by voting in overwhelming numbers against any 
constitution which includes such a fee. 

However, the argument that voter opposition to an 
activities fee would necessarily destroy the entire reorgani- 
zation plan is a fallacy based on a lack of legislative imagi- 
nation. It seems as though it would have occurred to a 
deliberative body with any acumen, especially after dis- 
cussing the question in three different sessions, that the 
activities fee clause of the constitution could be made a 
separate question on the referendum. Thus, the defeat of 
the fee would not jeopardize the constitution, and, possibly, 
convincing salesmanship on the part of the advocates of 
the fee might result in the passage of both proposals.

Cohen Refutation . . . 

To the Editors: 

• REGARDING MURRY CO- 
HEN’S letter of last week, re- 
ferring to my article of the week 
before, I should like to point out 
a few areas on which he is evi- 
dently misinformed. 

He states that the Reorgani- 
zation Committee, including me, 
will recall that it was Impossible 
to determine the number of stu- 
dents living in dorms, frat 
houses, or off campus. He should 
recall that the Committee was 
presented with figures on May 
7, Which Indicate that there are 
now between 1,675 and 1,700 un- 
dergraduate students living In 
dorms, and a total of 4,512 under- 
graduates attending the Univer- 
sity. 

Under the proposed plan to 
which I referred, the 1,700 dorm 
students — less than 38 per cent 
of the electorate — would have 60 
per cent of the undergraduate 
residence representatives. If this 
is the "moderate imbalance" to 
which he refers, then I for one 
am relieved that Cohen has noth- 
ing to do with the decisions in 
the recent reapportionment cases 
in the country. 

While some disparity must ex- 
ist, I feel that the plan of the 
Committee comes much closer to 
equal representation than does 
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that currently advocated by Mr. 
Cohen. 

Referring to the 3 to 1 multiple 
representation preferred by Co- 
hen in the present plan, he main- 
tains that "the Committee recog- 
nized this situation," and “was 
further awalre of the particular 
hardships faced by GW’s 450 
foreign students . ..." \ 

It amazes me that the Com- 
mittee recognized a situation 
that never existed while they had 
anything to do with the new 
plan. 

First, the original plan pro- 
vided that everyone would vote 
for one resident, and one class, 
representative. Murry recalls. 
I'm sure, that the Engineers de- 
manded their own representative 
(their nine semester curriculum 
can’t be divided into four classes) 
to compensate for class repre- 
sentatives they had no voice in 
electing. 

In all honesty, he would fur- 
ther recall that he and I were 
a minority of two who voted 
against the representative for 
"any school organizing a coun- 
cil . . .’’ at the Sept. 21 meeting 
of the Committee. 

Further, the Committee at no 
time provided for a foreign stu- 
dent representative. The Student 
Council added this representative 
— not the committee — after re- 
moving Class Representatives 
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while retaining an Engineers 
Representative. 

Consequently, Cohen is misin- 
formed in stating the Commit- 
tee "recognized this situation,” 
and he is erroneous in his con- 
tention that they "decided to act 
constructively ... by granting a 
seat in the Assembly to a repre- 
sentative of foreign studepts." 

Were I a Councilman nmnlng 
for Vice - President with Mr. 
Gnehm for President, I too would 
consider the votes of the Engi- 
neers and foreign students. 

But I should like to think that 
in this purely hypothetical situa- 
tion I would remember that a 
new Constitution provides the op- 
portunity to represent the stu- 
dent body— not merely the spe- 
cial interests historically con- 
trolling student government. 

Perhaps. Mr. Cohen will re- 
member this before the elections.

Council Downs Fee Clause; 
Endorses D.C. Home Rule

• APPARENTLY FEARING a 
bloc vote against the proposed 
student government reorganiza- 
tion by the Engineering School 
in the upcoming constitution ref- 
erendum, and student reaction 
in general, the Student Council 
last Wednesday defeated Advo- 
cate Steve Royer's activities fee 
motion. 

The motion to include in the 
proposed constitution a clause 
giving the Student Assembly the 
power, "to levy a student activi- 
ties fee with the advice and con- 
sent of the University Board of 
Trustees," was defeated 13 to 1. 

Discussion of the fee lasted 
three meetings. Activities Direc- 
tor Nick Bazan said, "The inclu- 
sion of this clause in the consti- 
tution will mean the defeat of 
the entire constitution by stu- 
dent referendum." 

The Engineers would come out 
in force to defeat the constitution 
if the fee clause were included, 
according to Publicity Director 
Peter Pazzaglini. Pazzaglini 
added, "The power to levy a stu- 
dent activities fee is not some- 
thing which should be included 
in a constitutional revision." 

Following the vote which de- 
feated his proposal, Royer com- 
mented, "By defeating this mo- 
tion the Student Council has 
awkwardly placed itself in the 
position of advocating taxation 
without representation . . . Soon- 
er or later, all GW students will 
be confronted with an arbitrary 
University levied activities fee, 
which the students did not, and 
will not, have a voice in deter- 
mining." 

In other action, the Council 
considered a D. C. Home Rule 
resolution, the Freshman Orien- 
tation report, and the organiza- 
tion of dormitory representatives 
provided for in the proposed con- 
stitution. 

Edward Knappman, co-ordina- 
tor of the Liberal Education/ Ac- 
tion Project University Devel- 
opment Program, and Council 
Secretary Linda Frost intro- 
duced a Home Rule resolution. 

The resolution states that the 
Student Council "urges the 
United States Congress to enact 
appropriate Home Riile legisla- 
tion during the present session 
of Congress.” The Council unani- 
mously passed the resolution. 
After hearing a report on sin- 


tive to the Washington Inter-col- 
legiate Discount Service, the 
Council established the price for 
the student discount cards at 50 
cents. The cards went on sale 
yesterday. (See story, page 1.) 

Freshman Director Skip Gnehm 
presented his report on freshmen 
orientation, along with recom- 
mendations for future orienta- 
tions. 

One of his major recommen- 
dations called for orientation to 
be set up on the days immedi- 
ately prior to registration. Ac- 
cording to Gnehm, "a changing 
University requires a changing 
program. The University has not 
kept up with its changing stu- 
dent body. It forces increasing 
numbers of out-of-town students 
to travel during the week for a 
ten-day orientation program that 
could be completed in three 
days." 

He further cited the lack of 
cooperation that he received from 
the music department and the 
business office and the disinter- 
est that the faculty and admin- 
istration show in the orientation 


• IN ADDITION to the regular 
Wednesday night meeting, the 
Student Council met Thursday 
at 5 pm, Friday at 3 pm and 
Sunday at 6 pm. The Council 
completed consideration of 
three articles of the referendum 
proposal for a new constitu- 
tion. Art. I (Powers, Structure, 
and Functions), Art. II (Stu- 
dent Legislature), and Art. Ill 
(Executive Branch) were ap- 
proved. Four more articles re- 
main to be approved before the 
referendum is presented, pre- 
sumably before Council elec- 
tions in February.

Law School Trial Weighs 
Soldier's Plea for Divorce 


Library Exhibit 
Displays Modern 
Art of Honduras 


o DOES ARTIFICIAL insemina- 
tion without consent of the hus- 
band constitute adultery as 
grounds for divorce? If he were 
out of the country at the time 
his wife decided to become preg- 
nant, what is his legal standing 
in court? 

Senior students at the Uni- 
versity Law School have been 
debating these legal questions of 
a hypothetical case in the annual 
Moot Court Competition spon- 
sored by the Van Vleck Case 
Club. The final court session will 
be held Friday, Dec. 18 at 
8 pm in the Law School, Room 
10, and is free and open to the 
public. 

The audience will see Tom 
Fox and Randy Ishmal defend 
the wife, while Craig Distel- 
horst and Randolph Cole argu? 
in behalf of the husband. The 
four are the top speakers of 32 
second- and third-year students 
who competed for these posi- 
tions/ 

The case, fabricated by three 
members of the Case Club, in- 


volves a man who is suing his 
wife for divorce on grounds of 
adultery because she has be- 
come pregnant by artificial in- 
semination while he was in Viet 
Nam with the Army. 

The two teams of lawyers 
present the cases for the prose- 
cution and the defense before 
three judges who decide which 
has presented the better evi- 
dence. The judges for the final 
round are Edward Bennett Wil- 
liams, prominent attorney who 
has defended James Hoffa. Dave 
Beck and Bobby Baker; retired 
Supreme Court Justice Stanley 
Reed; and Justice Charley Fahy 
of the U. S. Court of Appeals. 

The Case Club, which organ- 
ized the competition, is designed 
to give students experience in ap- 
peals work. This involves "think- 
ing on your feet,” since the law- 
yers must answer intensive ques- 
tions by the judges and must be 
able to consistently defend their 
cases. 


• A HONDURAN ART exhibit 
organized by the United Fruit 
Company is now on display lit 
the University Library. The ex- 
hibition, which opened on Dec. 
3, is slated to continue to Dec. 


The exhibition consists of 33 
works by 12 twentieth century 
Honduran artists. These pieces 
d'arts were first shown in New 
Vork at the Permanent Mission 
of Honduras to the United Na- 
tions. 

After leaving the GW Library, 
the art exhibit will continue to 
New Orleans before being re- 
turned to Honduras. Some of 
the displays shown in the Lh 
brary are as follows: 

"Landscape of Santa Lucia," 
an oil by Carlos Guillerne Ga- 
ray, is in the main lobby, and rep- 
resents a typical Honduran 
scene. It utilizes loose, rapid 
technique with bright, diversi- 
fied and well organised Colors. 

"Alicia," an oil by Juan Roman 
Lainez, is in room 101, and por- 
trays a woman contemplating 
her thoughts. The portrait is 
plain and simple, using mainly 
green and blue.

University publicity, information 
provided incoming freshmen, the 
advisory system and car accom- 
modations, the Student Planning 
Commission is distributing ap- 
proximately twelve hundred ques- 
tionnaires in the Student Union 
today. 

The Commission urges that the 
questionnaires be returned with- 
in 24 hours so that it can pre- 
sent recommendations to the Stu- 
dent Council before the end of 
the semester. 

They may be returned to a box 
in the Student Union Lobby or 
to the Planning Commission, In- 
ter-fraternity or Panhellenic mail 
boxes in the Union Annex. 

Last year a similar survey 
sheet was issued, but the lim- 
ited response virtually negated 
its value. 


The Office of Admissions will 
be a recipient of the information 
gleaned frdm the questionnaires, 
prepared by Richard Harrison of 
the Commission's Research Com- 
mittee.

e JAMES W. HARKNESS, 53. 
professor of chemistry at the 
University, died of a heart at- 
tack Friday, Dec. 4, in Falls 
Church, Va. 

Professor Harkness received 
his B.S. at Juniata College in 
Huntingdon. Pa., and his M S. 
at Pennsylvania State University 
before coming to GW in 1946 as 
instructor. Taking graduate 
courses at Georgetown and 
George Washington Universities, 
he advanced to the rank of 
professor. 

Professor Harkness taught 
General Chemistry and Quanti- 
tative Analysis at various times 
during his 18 years of service 
at the University. 

He was quite active in science 
education oriented on a high 
school level. He was chairman

He was co-author of the Gen- 
eral Chemistry Lab Manual, and 
was also faculty sponsor of the 
University Lutheran Club. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Lulu Harkness, a daughter.

Donors who are less than 21 
years old must obtain a parental 
consent slip from any Red Cross 
center, have it signed by one 
parent or guardian, and bring 
the slip with them to the center.

The Senate also heard reports 
from Dr. Miller, chairman of the 
physical facilities committee, and 
by James Coberly, member of the 
sub-committee on retirement. 

The body also unanimously ap- 
proved the addition of Professor 
R. C. Willson to the committee 
on appointment, salary, and pro- 
motion policies.

The three teams in 
the tourney are Evansville, Den- 
ver, and L.S.U. The Buff have 
the sad chore of opening against 
Evansville, the number one team 
in the nation among small col- 
leges. L.S.U. ’s team i6 a seasoned 
squad, having played against top 
notch Southeastern Conference 
foes this season. Denver must be 
regarded as a sleeper in the pre- 
tournament analysis. 

If the basketball team lost to 
Furman last night, the squad will 
probably go into January with 
an 0-8 record.

Colonials Drop 4th, Sth Straight 
To Citadel, William and Mary 


• THE COLONIALS last week 
appeared to be trying to repeat 
their efforts of last yeqr, when 
the Buff dropped five of their 
first six games. After being beat- 
en by a mediocre William and 
Mary team, 54-44, oh Tuesday, 
the Colonials ventured even 
farther into rebel land and on 
Saturday were nipped by the 
Citadel, 69-68. 

The Buff got a cold reception 
at Williamsburg, where the fans 
razzed the Colonials into sub- 
mission. The gym at William and 
Mary is a direct carry over from 
the days when such monstrosi- 
ties/ds the University’s “Tin Tab- 
ernacle” were built. 

Against the Indians the Buff 
played their most aggressive de- 
fensive game of the young sea- 
son, and were leading, 25-20, at 
intermission. The second half saw 
the Colonials’ shooting ice cold. 
They were able to hit on only 
17 per cent of their field goal 
attempts and quickly lost their 
lead. Kenny Legins was the only 
Colonial to score in .double fig- 
ures, and Mark Clark, who was 
hobbled by a foot injury, tallied 
only two points. 


Against the Citadel the Coloni- 
als once again blew a five-point 
halftime lead in losing the game. 
The pattern of the contest with 
the Bulldogs, however, was quite 
different from the William and 
Mary loss. On Saturday the Buff 
made good on 54 per cent of their 
field goal attempts, but lost the 
game at the foul line. 

Citadel outscored the Coloni- 
als, 27-10 from the charity 
stripe. When Legins fouled out 
with five minutes to go, the 
Colonials rebounding corps fell 
to pieces, and with that the 
Dogs’ opened their narrow lead. 
The Buff scored four points in 
the last minute, as they almost 
averted their fifth straight loss.
